Central Excises 

New Delhi, the 17 th February, 1964. 

G.S.R. 244* —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1944, read with sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Addi¬ 
tional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Importance) Act, 1957 (58 of 1957) and 
sub-section (4) of section 27 of the Finance Act, 1963 (13 of 1963), the Central 

Government, being satisfied that the victims of the riots that occurred in West 
Bengal in the month of January, 1964, require to be supplied with cotton fabrics, 
hereby exempts cotton fabrics donated to the Central Relief Committee, Calcutta, 
for the relief of the victims from the whole of the duty of excise, the additional 
duties and the special duty of excise leviable thereon: 

Provided that it is certified by the manufacturers of cotton fabrics on the 
clearance documents that the cotton fabrics are intended to be donated to the 
Central Relief Committee, Calcutta and are sent direct from the factory in which 
they are produced— 

(a) to the Bombay Citizens Famine Relief Committee for being despatched 

to the said Central Relief Committee, or 

(b) to the Central Relief Committee, Calcutta. 

2, The exemption granted by this notification shall remain in force up to and 
inclusive of the 31st May, 1964.
